Immediate Marriage 
Urged By Doctor

After laying aside tlie 
legal, moral, and psycholo- 
gical aspect of the . topic, Dr. 
Metrakos proceeded to lec- 
ttire ' ôri 'Test-Tuhe Babies 
— Fiction, Fact, and Futu- 
re" yesterday noon. • 

In considering thé layman's 
point of view, or the fictional 
aspect. Dr. Metrakos came fully 
equipped to deal with his sub- 
ject. After arraying himself in 
a lab coat, size 2 small c (which 
stands for 2 small clean), an 
operational skullcap marked "Ge- 
nius" (and shaped like a baker's 
headgear), he began to lay out 
the necessary equipment for the 
operation. This consisted of one 
telephone book for general in- 
formation, one sterile test tube 
(first polished on the doctor's 
sleeve), a few genes (preferably 
blue genes), an Important com- 
pound by Dr. "Fraser, plus pure 
table salt 

LIFE GENERATED 

Dr. Metrakos .then put the in- 
gredients in a bottle and placed 
ft under Ids arm to retain the 
correct temperature. The final 
stage Involved a' few seconds of 
warming over a bunsen burner 
which was placed in seclusion 
under tha table-top. and voilai' a 



tiny human form had appeared 
in the battle produced by Dr. 
Metrakos. 

Having concluded 'Fiction', Dr.' 
-Metrakos proceeded to deal with 
'Fact'. 

PARTS UTILIZED 

The iour parts of the human 
body which are utilized in the 
act of reproduction are the cyto- 
plasm of the egg, the sperm, the 
egg nucleus and the uterus. 
Normal consummation can be 
marred by physical defects of 
these parts or oy a move indef- 
inite psychological factor, i ti. 

At the present thne, artificial 
insemination is used to rectify 
the impotency of the husband. 
In this practice, donor traits can 
be selected to a certain degree. 
For example, the prospective 
parents can choose the national- 
ity and physical characteristics 
for tbehr baby. Although the 
practice of test-tube babies is 
preferable to adoption since the 
mother is still . the biological 
parent, the procedure is, as yet, 
very expensive. 

Dr. Metrakos put forth various 
suggestions as to the' future of 
the test-tube baby. 

Artificial insemination 

In addition to arUficIal aemi- 
natloo. which replaces the hus- 
band's part in the act of repro- 



duction, Dr. Metràkos explained 
the theory of artificial inovula- 
tlon. This procedure would en- 
tail the donation of ova to cor- 
rect a deficiency in the female. 
Artificial semination and art- 
ificial Inovulation may be util- 
ized at the same time to control 
the ineapabllitles ot both par- 
ents. 

It is possible to preserve the 
ova of cattle over a period of 
time by refrigeration. A conceiv- 
able idea for the future, said 
Dr. Metrakos. would be the pre- 
servation of human ova. -A banic 
similar to the blood bank might 
be set up for this purpose. It 
is not entirely impossible, ho 
said, that the request for women 
to contribute to the 'Ova Bank' 
will become a necessary step on 
the social ladder. Socialites may 
one day be judged by whether 
they have been asked to contri- 
bute their ova to posterity 
through the 'Ova Bank'. 

GETMARRIEO 

"The mystery and sanctity ot ■ 
life will always remain", stated 
Dr. Metrakos. "The more wo 
learn, the more we marvel at 
tho principles of reproduction. 
My advice to you is to hurry up, 
get married and have children 
mr^.the', normal act, because you 
don't ^'know, when some damn, 
scientist is going to come along 
and change eve^rthlng."

While the world's most populous country courts 
world war by blatantly violating the borders of the se- • 
cond most populous, and while world economy is unba- 
lanced by à lengthy labor dispute on our own continent, 
the Montreal press chooses to utilize a third of their front 
pages as show business scandal sheets.. Yes, ^ve are re- 
ferring to the current tempest that is raging inside the 
gill teapot of the American television world. 

Nehru announces the possibility of India's throwing 
four hundred. million people against Communist Chinas 
six hundred million and our "greatest newspaper _and 
our "best newspaper" insipidly feature reports, of a 
minor television scandal whose eventual dénouement 
everyone expected anyway. 

Assuredly, newspapers are commercial enterprises, 
and are expected to act as such. Therefore, from a purely 
commercial viewpoint, no one can wholly condemn a 
choice of news that is expected to sell more newspapers 
even if this choice does not wholly conform to the .ethics 
of the trade. \Vliat thinking man, however, is so naive as 
to prefer Variety gossip to news of impending world 
war? The weary though oft-applicable maxim that no 
man ever lost money by underestimating the intelligence 
of the public is certainly stretched to the breaking point 
bere. . . - . . 

Wlien a i>oor choice from a materialistic viewpoint 
i.s compounded by being unethical as well, then the situa- 
tion waxes very unhealthy indeed. In the above con.si- 
deration, we discounted any moral variables, any unwrit- 
ten obligation to the public th&t a serious newspaper 
might have: that of emphasizing the really important 
current events, for instance. Of what world-shaking, por- 
tent is the "fixing" of a television game? Undoubtedly, 
husbands across the nation have turned from their coffee 
cups with an "I told you so" air. So what? 

One newspaper sehtentiously forwards its opinion 
that this event raises "grave questions about public mo- 
rality in general", for (it continues) this might demons-, 
trate that "cheating may have become a part of the Ame- 
rican way of life". This once more hoists the "American 
way of life" to Us well-worn pedestal. A nation is made 
up of individuals. Our writer's .statement taken in con- 
téxt implies that the mere possibility of cheating's occur- 
ring regularly in the unsullied American individual is 
enough to frighten him, out of his printer's apron. Talk 
about intellectual ostriches! i ;
